liquor, and was reported to be seeking 
a man of the name of Gray for the 
purpose of 
shooting 
him for some 


fancied insult to a woman of Buck's 
acquaintance. 


In its report, to Gov. McCall, the pa- 


role board says: 


"It appears upon investigation that 


the petitioner, who had been drinking 
and was in an intoxicated condition on 
the day in question secured a shotgun 
and because of some supposed. griev- 
ance against an officer or officers shot 
at them while they were attempting 
to arrest him. 
One officer was wound- 


ed as a result of which he remained in 
the hospital several weeks.

Those who remained 
were massacred by Austrian soldiers.

TO STOP PROFITEERING 


Congress is taking much needed 


steps to stop the profiteering in rents 
that has been going on in Washington 


,r tion of 100,000 to the population as a 


result of the war, has put house rents 
to a premium and still other thou- 
sands are crowding into the capilal 
to find homes while they engage in 
war work. 


The senate has passed a bill under 


which the rent would afford 7 per 
cent on the capital invested after all 
necessary charges such as water, light, 
heat and upkeep are paid. A bill be- 
fore the house would take the rents 
of 1316 as a basis and grant an in- 
crease of 10 per cent. This the prop- 
erty owners oppose as much too low. 


Judging from the reports of the 


high cost of lodging at Washington, 
some legislation of this kind is neces- 
s«ry as it appears that the owners of 
houses are charging exorbitant ren- 
tals. 


U. S. WILL END THE WAR 


The effort of Germany to crush the 


allies before America got properly into 
the fight seems to have signally failed 
and it will remain, therefore, for the 
legions of the United States to strike 
the final blow that will defeat Ger- 
many and end the war. But it will 
require another year or two years to 
jet into Germany and convince the 
Prussian junkers that they are beaten, 
that the forces of civilization are still 
triumphant and that the shackles of 
German tyranny will be stricken from 
every people on which they have been 
fastened.

bill President Wilson will mobilize 
the best,' the ablest and most practical 
men in the country to manage and 
expedite the work of every depart- 
ment. Things have gono fairly well 
thus far considering the great haste, 
with the exception of the aviation de- 
partment; but even in that the gov- 
ernment under the new arrangement 
will probably Boon catch up with the 
exigencies of the situation.

men Aldrich and Considine. 


At the time the crime was commit- 


ted Buck was under the influence of 
liquor, and was reported to be seeking 
a man of the name ot Gray for the 
purpose of 
shooting 
him for some 


fancied insult to a woman of Buck's 
acquaintance. 


In Its report to <3ov. McCall, the pa- 


role board says: 
"It appears upon investigation that 


the petitioner, who had been drinking 
and was in an intoxicated condition on 
the day in Question secured a shotgun 
and because of some supposed griev- 
ance against an officer or officers shot 
at them while they were attempting 
to arrest him. One officer was wound- 
ed as a result of which he remained in 
the hospital several weeks. 


"The 
board gave a hearing at the 


Lowell jail on April 30, 1918. at which 
several witnesses were heard, includ- 
ing the district attorney of Middlesex 
county and other prominent citizens of 
Lowell, who all spoke in the highest 
terms of the petitioner's good char- 
acter previous to this"crlme.

In the face of horrid odds won the 
high stakes from the wiliest and most 
bloodthirsty of all semi-savages—the 
Chinese bandit. 


Such is the tale of his escape told 


in San Francisco by E. J. Purcell, one 
of the American construction engi- 
neers captured by Honan brigands in 
March and held for ransom. 


With nerves shattered by his expe- 


riences, Purcell has just returned to 
this country. 


Purcell, together with G. A. Kyle, 


another American, I*. S. Wu, a Chi- 
nese engineer, and a surveying party 
was captured on Murch -1 near the vil- 
lage of Chang-PaL-huang after u. stiff 
battle with a large- body of brigands. 


Betrayed by their native guides and 


deserted by their soldier escort, the 
Americans were forced to surrender, 
and for weeks they lived under con- 
stant threat of death while thfeir,cap- 
tors negotiated for ransom. 


"For weeks," said Purcell, "we were 


permitted to sleep during the day and 
compelled to move with our captors at 
night. The bandits were uneasy, and 
often shifted quartos two and three 
times a night. 


"•Vccording .to the standards of the 


brigands, we were rather well treated 


far as physical comfort was pos- 
sible. 


Canned provisions were brought in 
r us when It was found that we 


could not eat the Oriental fare. 


"Practically always a guard of four 


bandits was kept over' us Americans, 
and any attempt at escape tht-n would 
lave been fatal. 


"However, if we were physically not j 


mistreated, we were subjected to the 
most fearful mental anguish. 


"In villages where our capiora lelt 


safe, we would be placed on public 
exhibition. The bandits would explain 
to the villagers that we were captives, 
and that our heads would be cut un- 
less ransom money was not soon forth- 
coming. 
"These announcements would be ac- 


companied by 
mock 
executions in 


which swords 
would be swung over 


our heads. 
"This constant subjection to indig 


riities and threats was a heavy strain 
upon our nerves, 


"Only one of our captors was differ- 


ent. 
He seemed a humane sort—very 


much out of place among his fellows. 
We called him the •gentleman ban- 
dit.' It was he who finally helped us 
escape. 


'.Meantime Chinese soldiers were on 


the move against the brigands. 


"On the morning of March 25 
the 


soldiers succeeded in surrounding the 
out Jaw a, and a sharp battle began, 
with' tho bandits retiring over rough 
country. 
The general confusion gave 


i our chance. 
"The prisoners, led by Wu, the Chi- 


nese engineer, and myself managed 
to get behind most of the band, and 
fortunately we tound ourselves guard- 
ed only by the 'gentleman bandit.' 


"After some persuasion and a pledge 


'o protect him, we got this fellow to 
areak with us for freedom, and under 


fusilade of shots and by fortuitous 


circumstances we managed to reach 
military protection at Yeh-sien, under 
escort of Major Yu. 


''Kyle, at latest report, was still a 


prisoner of the brigands who escaped 
he soldiery, with every effort being 
made by Dr. C. D. Tenney, Chinese sec- 
retary 
of the American legation at 


Peking, and General Manager F. C. 
Hitchcock of the Siems-Carey com- 
pany to effect his release. 


"Mr. Hitchcock had offered to dis- 


burse out of his own pocket 5100,000 
for our release, and Dr. Tenney had 
offered an additional $20,000 ransom. 


'The brigands were playing for high 


stakes."
